tems in the budget. No changes 
were made by the committee in 
any of the bills. 

Routine hearings had been con- 
ducted on the budget by the Board 
of Estimate, as required by the 
Charter, but few interested citizens 
appeared. Last week discussions 
were held with representatives of 
various civic and commercial in- 
terests concerning the tax rate. 

The budget-making procedure 
was in contrast with what occurred 


3. year ago. At that time, the al- 


dermanic Ways and Means Com- 
mittee refused to approve the 
budget as submitted by the Board 
of Estimate and forced the latter 
body to increase appropriations by 
about $700,000. The Board of Al- 
dermen has no power to increase 
the budget. The committee held 
protracted discussions of the 1932 
budget with spokesmen of civic 
and commercial groups. 

Items in Budget. 

Appropriations of the 1933 budget 
total $24,293,477.60. Inchfded are: 
$17,106,316.81 from municipal rev- 
enue, for general support of the

PUPILS LEARN OF BRS 
HOME LFEBY MOVES 


‘‘The Cuckoo’s Secret’’ Among 
Pictures Shown by Edu- 
cational Museum. 


St. Louis school children, through 
their educational museum, have.a 
better opportunity to learn about 


birds than do rural school children 
in the midst of field and forest. In 
the museum at 3325 Bell avenue, 
are 1000 mounted bird specimens, 
nearly 2000 eggs, moving picture 
films, lantern slides, phonograph 
records, colored charts and thou- 
sands of reference books, most of 
which can be sent to the class- 
rooms. Material is delivered once a 
week to schools requesting it. 

Moving picture films, bearing 
such intriguing titles as “The 
Cuckoo’s Secret” and “Pirates of 
the Air” are favorites with chil- 
dren and are regarded by many 
teachers as offering the best meth- 
od of arousing interest in bird life. 

“The Cuckoo’s Secret,” is a short 
film made by an English ornithol- 
ogist after four years of hunting 
the “actors” and hiding from them. 
The European cuckoo is ghown in- 
vading a nest, despite the flutter- 
ing attacks of the two titlarks who 
own it, laying its eggs and flying 
away. 

The young cuckoo, blind and 
naked, is shown working itself un- 
der the young titlarks one by one, 
scooping them up in the hollow of 
its back, backing to the edge of 
the nest and dumping them over. 
The parents take no note of their 
dead and dying young, busying 
themselves with feeding the raven- 
ous impostor for about three weeks. 
When he is - :ady to leave the nest 
he is twice as big as the titlark 
hen, who is shown in the fadeout, 
perched on his back, still feeding 
him. 

The collections of mounted birds 
include most of those found in 
the United States and some that 
are found on other continents. One 
case, containing 200 birds, prac- 
tically all that are native to Mis- 
souri, recently was presented to 
the museum by R. W. Barrell of 
the St. Louis Bird Club, together 
with 1440- eggs. 

The method of carrying on bird 
study is largely left to the indi- 
vidual teacher. Stories are written 
on the films and about the 
mounted birds. Scrapbooks, cou- 
taining the pictures, drawn and 
colored by the pupil, are kept. 
Some classes have carved birds out 
of soap. Others have made salt 
and flour reliefs on paper and col- 
ored them. Notebooks are kept on 
facts learned in the classroom and 
any observations made out of 
school. P 

This instruction in the schools, 
in the opinion of Otto Widmann, 
5105 Enright avenue, an ornithol- 
ogist of national note, does more 
good toward the preservation of 
bird life than do protecting laws. 
Dr. R. J. Terry, president of the 
St. Louis Bird Club, regards the 
work done in the schools as supple- 
mentary to laws for protection and 
work of wardens. . 

That there is a large demand 
for the services of the museum is 
shown by records for last year 
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Which show 11,473 teachers’ re- 
guests fer mounted specimens of 
birds, 682 for prints, 550 for mov- 
ing pictures, 309 for large colored 
charts. 204 for still life film strips, 
75 for glass lantern slides, 179 for 
phonograph records and thousands 
for reference books. 

The museum is under direction 
of one teacher as curator and two 
others as assistants.

He denied that he had ever ad- 
mitted misuse of the funds of the 
estate or mishandling of its prop- 
erties. He said, however, that he 
had told his partners, when wind- 
ing up his affairs with the law 
firm, that he had withdrawn from 
their joint account over a period 


his proper portion. 

To compensate his partners, Ab- 
bott said, he had given the law 
firm,a $10,000 deed of trust on his 
home at 5449 Maple avenue, and 
renounced his claims to share in 
fees on business then in the hands 
of the firm, a share which he esti- 
mated would amount to about $20,- 
000 


To sucteed Abbott and Edwards 
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as “trustees, the Court appointed 
Delbert Wenzlick, a real estate 
dealer, ana Mrs. Mildred W. Cross, 
a beneficiary of the estate. 

For 49 years Abbott has practiced 
law in St. Louis. He was a member 
of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers during the administration of 
Gov. Hadley and since 1919 he has 
been chairman of the law commit- 
tee of the Northern Baptist conven- 
tion. | : 

Died in 1916, Leaving $300,000. 


Jewett Wagoner died in July, 
1916, leaving an estate of more 
than $300,000. Personal property 
was inventoried at that amount, 
and real estate was listed, but not 
given a valuation. 

His will made specific bequests 
of $19,000 and directed that the 
rest of his estate be held in trust, 
with his widow as chief benefici- 
ary. 

He named her one of the trus- 
tees. The others were Abbott and 
Edwards, friends of long standing, 
and Harry A. Woerman, Wagoner’s 
son-in-law. They were named ex- 


ecutors also. The three men were

Dr. Schacht on 
S. Announces Plans for 
Immediate Meeting 
in Berlin. 


By tae ‘Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 13. — Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, head of . the 
Reichsbank, in a farewell state- 
ment tonight announced his inten- 
tion’ of <csking representatives of 
holders of Germany’s private ob- 
ligations in foreign countries ‘to 
meet in Berlin immediately for 


consideration of what would be 
the best means of “meeting the 
present situation.” 

Dr. Schacht, who was to sail at 
midnight, disclosed that in his ca- 
pacity as head of the Reichsbank, 
he had held a series of discussions 
in New York “about bank and cur- 
rency subjects” since the conclu-| 
sion yesterday in Washington of 
his international conversations with 
President Roosevelt as an envoy 
of the German Government. 

He did not make known the 
names of those with whom he 
talked here, but said that on invi- 
tation of the Governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank he had made 
his headquarters there. 

Dr. Schacht said “the problem of 
meeting our foreign private debts 
does not li? in the possible diffi- 
culty of having payments made by 
the individual debtor, but in the 
difficulty of procuring the foreign 
exchange which is needed for mak- 
ing the transfer into foreign cur- 
rency.” 

Dr. Schacht reviewed private 
debt payments of the last two years 
and a half and explained that the 
gold and foreign exchange reserve 
of the Reichsbank had _ through 
these transactions ‘been brought 
down to “an exceedingly low fig- 
ure.” 

“From the Reichsbank’s status,” 
he said, “it is to be seen that this 
figure is decreasing every week.” 

Text of Statement. 

The text of Dr. Scnacht’s state- 

ment follows: 


“I have just come back from 
Washington where I have been as 
special envoy of the German gov- 
ernment on the invitation of the 
President in order to confer with 
the respective authorities about 
the Agenda for the world economic 
conference to be held at London 
June 12. 

“I have been received in the kind- 
est manner, and opportunities were 
given to me to talk over various 
problems which have arisen from 
the depressed state of the world’s 
economic life. I have told my im- 
pressions about my Washington 
conversations already to the repre- 
sentatives of the press in Wash- 
ington before leaving. So I have 
nothing to add on that subject. 

“On my return to Europe for 
which I am leaving today by North 
German Lloyd steamer, Europa, I 
have had time for only one day’s 
stop in New York. I have come to 
New York not in the capacity of a 
Government envoy, but in my capa- 
city as head of the Reichs Bank, 
On the invitation of the Governor 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York I have made my head- 
quarters in New York at that bank 
where I had passed many instruc- 
tive days in the past.

Problem of Exchange. 


The problem of meeting our for- 
eign private debts does not lie in 
the possible difficulty of having 
payments made by the individual 
debtor, but in the difficulty. of pro- 
curing the foreign exchange which 
is needed for making the transfer 
into foreign currency. As all for- 
eign exchange flowing into the 
country has to be delivered under 
the present law to the Reichsbank, 
the debtor can obtain foreign ‘ex- 
change only from the Reichsbank. 
Two years and a half ago, the 
Reichsbank had some $750,000,000 
of gold and foreign exchange de- 
rived partly from trade and part- 
ly from other sources. 


“Since then German debtors have 
paid back $2,500,000,000 in gold and 
foreign exchange on foreign debts, 
which has brought ‘the gold and 
foreign exchange reserve of the 
Reichsbank down to an exceeding- 
ly low figure. From the Reichs- 
bank’s status it is to be seen that 
this figure is decreasing every 
week. In view-of this situation I 
intend to ask representatives of 
holders of German obligations in 
the various foreign . countries to 
convene in Berlin at once and go 
into the situation with us and 
have them consider, what would

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ROOSEVELT WANTS 
DELAY WN USE OF 
PROCESSING TAX 


Asks Wallace to Submit 
Any Plan to White House 
Before Placing It in Ef- 
fect. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Delay 
in the use of the processing taxing 
power in the farm relief act as a 
lever to boost farm prices appeared 
certain tonight as preliminary ac~- 
tivity to administer the bill began. 

President Roosevelt, anxious to 
make a tariff truce effective for 
the dyration of the London Econo- 
mic Conference starting in June 
and for the period prior to that, 
has instructed Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace to submit any plan 
for processing taxes to the White 
House before ordering them into 
effect. 

There is a provision in the bill 
requiring that when any processing 
tax is levied a compensatory “im- 
port tax” shall be assessed on im- 
ports of farm commodities taxed 
on goods manufactured from them. 
Originally, the bill referred to the 
tax as a “duty,” but this was 
changed at the suggestion of the 
State Department. The import tax 
would be a tariff in effect. 

The White House is anxious to 
prevent any misunderstanding - orf 
the part of other nations that tar- 
iffs are being boosted here while 
the United States is leading the 
way in an effort to break down 
tariff walls and invigorate interna- 
tional trade. nM 

May Shift Approach. 

While the White House ‘has not 

ordered that the use of processing 

es be abandoned, their non-use 
during the London conference, ex- 
pected to last several months, may 
have the effect of shifting the ap- 
proach of Wallace’s organization to 
the farm problem. 

Wallace told reporters today the 
methods to be used to better farm 
prices and curtail production have 
not been determined yet, but that 
they will be worked out at com- 
modity meetings in coming weeks 
and adopted only after every effort 
has been made to have them ap- 
proved by producers, processors 
and dealers. These groups will 
have representation on the com- 
modity councils he will establish.

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“RUSSIAN SPRING WHEAT 
ACREAGE IS DOUBLED 


Soviet Moving Nearer Its Goal 
of Resuming Place as an 
Export Nation. 


By ‘the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Far 
ahead in its wheat planting pro- 
gram, Russia is moving steadily, 
nearer its goal of becoming once 
again a major wheat exporting 
nation. 

Its progress this year comes at 
a time when the four major wheat 
exporting nations—Canada, Argen- 
tina, Australia and the United 
States—through representatives at 
Geneva are seeking a preliminary 
agreement on p lans to control 
their output. Stabilize interna- 
tional wheat trade, and bring bet- 
ter prices to growers long de- 
pressed. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics 
April 25, the~last date for which 
official Russian planting statistics 
are available, Russians had plant- 
ed 46,136,000 acres of spring wheat. 
This is far ahead of the progress 
made last year when 24,695,000 
acres had been sown on the same 
date, and 1931, when only 16,793,000 
acres had been planted. 

Peasants Behind Schedule. 

On collective farms which last 
year accounted for 70 per cent of 
Russia’s what output, the assem- 
bling of seeds—an important part 
of the operations—was 3 per cent 
in advance of plans on April 20. 
These plans were laid to cover the 
entire planting movement and 
were stepped up from the program 
of other years. 

On the same date, howevér, seed 
assembling on peasant farms was 
behind schedule, particularly in 
the upper Caucasus and Ukraine 
regions. 


Before the world War Russia 
was regularly a potentiai billion- 
bushel producer. It turned out 
wheat in excess of that amount on 
several occasions and was a major 
factor in determining world price 
and supply. { 

During the World War it lost 
that place, and has never regained 
it, but has incearsingly centered 
its agricultural ambition on recap- 
ture of that position. Its produc- 
tion fell sharply during the war, 
dropped further during the revolu- 
tion and remained at about 200,- 
000,000 bushels or less a year until 
1923. 

Additional Equipment. 

Its production since that time 
has increased from year to year 
with only a few lapses, barely fall- 
ing short of a billion bushels. in 
1930-31, which represented about 
20 per cent of the ‘estimated world 
production for that year. Its crops 
the last two years have failed to 
pass that point, partly because of 
delay found necessary for adaption 
and development of the collectiv- 
ized system of farming. 

Tardiness in tractor building and 
repairing have been blamed for 
preventing sufficient equipment 
being on hand to make the fullest 
use of land available for wheat. 
Failure of equipment in some cases 
was credited with deluying plant- 
ing and harvesting in other years. 
This year, it is reported, the equip- 
ment phase of the wheat program 
is greatly impoved. 

Heavy demand for wheat as food 
at home has been one factor pre- 
venting its rapid march to an ex- 
port basis. Its wheat shipments for 
export via Black Sea ports in 1930- 


31 totaled only 92,784,000 bushels; ' 


in 1931-32 dropped to 71,664,000 bu- 
shels and from July 1, 1932, to 
April 29 this year were estimated 
at only 17,408,006 bushels. 

Now Emphasizing “Yields. 

In some quarters it is thought 
that last year’s exports were par- 
ticularly low because of the set- 
ting aside of large quantities for 
seed for this year’s operations. Un- 
official reports gathered by the bu- 
reau’s Berlin attache indicate that 
the Soviet is emphasizing yield 
rather than large acreage thig year. 
Average Russian yields have been 
low in the past. The total acreage 
is expected to be about 85,000,000 
with a possibility that the rapid 
advance in planting may increase 
this figure before the end of the 
planting season. 

Growers of most exporting na- 
tions have curtailed acreage this 
year. The United States, in addi- 
tion to a voluntary curtailment, has 
had a sharp reduction in tts wheat 
area because of bad weather condi- 
tions which led to abandonment of 
winter wheat acreage of 32.2 per 
cent of the area sown last fall.

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HEARING ON MISSOURI 


BEER SUIT TOMORROW 


Injunction. Action Forerunner 
to Attempt to Get Referendum 
on State Law. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13.— 
Hearing of an injunction suit in 
which dry organizations of Missouri 
are attempting to restrain’ opera 
tion of the new State law legalizing 
the manufacture snd sale of 3.2 per 
cent beer, and \to clear the way for 
invoking the referendum against 
the act, is set for Monday after- 
noon in Cole County Circuit Court 
here, before Judge Nike G. Sevier. 

The act became effective under 
an emergency clause, when the bill 
was signed by Gov. Park last 
March 15, Actual sale of beer did 
not begin, however, until last April 
7, when a Federal law defining 
beer of '3.2 per cent alcoholic con- 
tent, by weight, as non-intoxicar- 
ing became effective. 

The suit, filed last April 7, at- 
tacks validity of the emergency 
clause, on the ground the act does 
not fall within any of the classi- 
fications of laws to which emer- 
gency clauses legally may be at- 
tached under the Constitution. 
Should this contention be sustained 
by the courts, the effective date 
would be deferred until July 24, or

mit time for filing of petitions now 
being circulated to invoke the ref- 
erendym against the act. 
The beer law also is attacked on 
the ground it violates the eight.

Constitution. The suit was filed in

Should the emergency clause be 
knocked out, and sufficient refer- 
endum petitions be filed with the 


‘Secretary of State, operation of the 


act would be suspended until the 
referendum proposal could be vot- 
ed on in the general election in No- 
vember, 1934. 

Laws not valid emer- 
gency clauses are subject. to the 
referendum. Petitions invoking the 
referendum against an act must be 
filed within 90 days after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature which 


passed the act.

Chrysler Motors 
Wins Second Place 
In Sales of Autos 


In the four months ending March 
31, Chrysler Motors climbed to sec- 
ond place in the automobile indus- 
try in passenger-car sales and value 
of cars sold to the public. 

In that period, combined sales of 
Chrysler Motors passenger cars 
gained 27.1 per cent, while passen- 
ger-car sales of the automobile in- 
dustry as a whole declined approxi- 
mately 20 per cent, in comparison 
with the same period of a year ago. 

In December, 1932, and in Janu- 
ary, February and March of this 
year, sales of De Soto, Dodge, 
Chrysler and Plymouth cars totaled 
61,689 units, in comparison with 
48,549 in the same period a year 
ago. 

Chrysler Motors thus proportion- 
ately increased its relative sales po- 
sition from 14.32 to 22.66 per cent 
of the industry's total passenger-car 
sales.

REPORT ON BUILDING 
IN ILLINOIS IN APRIL 


19.1 Pct. Over March but 57.9 
Under Same Month Last 
Year: 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May  13.—Building 
operation in Lllinois neared the $1,- 
000,000 mark during April and 
represented increases of 93.4 per 
cent in the number of projects and 
19.1 per cent in the estimated cost 
for the previous month, officials 
of the State Department of Labor 
announced today. 

The total value of the 1143 build- 
ing projects reported amounted to 
$900,018 in 65 cities and was the 
second consecutive month for 
which gains were announced. How- 
ever, when compared to April, 
1932, the total expenditure this 
year represented a loss of 57.9 per 
cent. 

New residential building in- 
creased 84.2 per cent in value, from 
$93,725 in March to $172,616 “last 
month, the report said, while non-, 
residential projects declined 29.3 
per cent from $368,852 in March to 
$260,805 in April. 

The combined report showed that 
the major portion of the new 
building was confined to the Chi- 
cago area, 42.2 per cent going to 
the city itself and 26 per cent to 
the suburbs, and only 31.8 per cent 
to the other cities. 

For the first four months of 
1933 the State Department of Labor 
said that building in the State was 
54.6 per cent under the total for 
the same period of last year. This 
year’s total was $2,745,075, as com- 
pared to the $6,046,202 undertaken 
in 1932. 

In Chicago the decline was from 
$2,635,662 to $1,088,833 or 58.7 per 
cent; in the suburban cities the 
1932 total of $1,392,512 dropped to 
$643,153 for a loss of 53.8, and 
downstate the drop was from $2,- 
018,022 to $1,013,089, or 49.8 per cent. 

Cities with total lestimated expen- 
ditures of more than $10,000. for 
April were: 

Peoria, $39,500; Springfield, $26,- 
763; Danville, $26,475; Rock Island, 
$25,836; * Joliet,

REVALUES FARMS ON BASIS 
OF PRICES OF 1909 TO 1914 


Federal Land Bank President Says 
“We Are Fast Nearing a Nor- 
mal Stage of Values.” 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 13.—Er- 
nest Rice, president of the Fed- 
eral Land Bank here, announced 
today that the bank has withdrawn 
all its*farms from the market and 
is revaluing them on the~basis of 
normal land values as of the period 
of 1909 to 1914. 

The new policy, Rice said, will 
affect some 500 bank-oDwned farms 
in this district, scattered through 
Kentucky, Indiana, Ohio and Ten- 
nessee, and aggregating approxi- 
mately 100,000 acres. A new sched- 
ule of higher prices is expected to 
be announced in two weeks.

Bank districts had adopted the 
policy. 
‘The increased valuation, Rice 


said, will be made on the basis of 
92-cent wheat, 64-cent corn and 
12%-cent cotton. ; 

“We believe better times are 
here and that we are fast nearing 
a normal stage of values,” Rice 
said, “and we do not propose to 
offer farms for sale at depression 
prices. We do not intend to offer 
cheap land in competition with 
other farms on which the values 
are rising.”

MOVE TO SPEED DECISION 
ON TAX DELINQUENCY LAW

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13. —A 
move to expedite a final decision in/ 
a suit testing validity of an act 
passed by the 1933 Legislature re- 
mitting penalties, interest and costs 
on delinquent real estate and per- 
sonal taxes for years prior to 1933, 
was made today in the Missouri 
Supreme Court, through filing of a 
stipulation for submission of the 
case on briefs, without argument. 

The suit involves a mandamus 
proceeding by Attorney-General 
McKittrick to compel County Col- 
lector Frank W. Blair of Jasper 
County to comply with require- 
ments of the act,| known as Senate 
Bill No. 80. Under the sitpulation 
briefs must be filed with the court 
by both sides by June 15. 

Under this act all penalties, inter- 
est and costs will be remitted on 
delinquent realty and personal taxes 
for any year prior to 1933, if the 
taxes are paid before June 30, 1933. 
If paid after June 30 and before 
Aug. 31, 75 per cent of these charges 
will be remitted; if paid after Aug. 
31 and before Oct. 31, per cent 
will be remitted; if paid after Oct. 
31 and before Dec. 31, 25 per cent 
will be remitted. The act becomes 
inoperative on Jan. 1, 1934.

Hearing of a receivership suit 
against the First National Co., in- 
vestment affiliate of the First Na- 
tional Bank, was set for May 27 by 
Federal Judge Faris in an order 
issued yesterday. 

The suit was filed yesterday by. 


Mrs. Elizabeth E. Gasaway of East 
St. Louis, represented by Attorney 
Sigmund Bass, and was based on 
the failure of the First National 
Co. to pay interest and principal 
of its guaranteed first mortgage 
participations due May 1, and the 
effort of the company to extend 
maturities of its participations un- 
til May 1, 1938. . 

Jurisdiction of the Federal Court 
was sought on the ground of diver- 
sity of citizenship, Mrs. Gasaway 
being a resident of I}inois and the 
company being a Missouri corpora- 
tion. Five suits against the First 
National Co. on account of its 
first mortgage participations ob- 
ligations are pending in State 
courts. 

Mrs. Gasaway stated in her bill 
of complaint that she is owner of 
$3500 of the participations issued 
by the First National Co., one note 
for $2500 maturing next July 1 and 
one ‘for $1000 maturing Nov. 1. As 
has been told, the participations 
represent undivided interests in 
real estate mortgages deposited by 
the First National Co. with the 
First National Bank as trustee. The 
First National Co. guaranteed pay- 
ment of interest on the participa- 
tions and agreed to repurchase 
them at face value on maturity. 

Unable to Pay $392,000. 

A few days before May 1 the 
First National Co. informed hold- 
ers of participations that it would 
be unable to pay $392,000 of the 
notes maturing May 1 and that it 
proposed an extension agreement 
because income from the underlying 
mortgages under present conditions 
was insufficient to meet serially 
maturing notes. 

In Mrs. Gasaway’s suit the Fi 
National Bank was joined as a de- 
fendant for the purpose of asking 
the court to. take over and require 
an accounting of the collateral 
mortgages deposited with the bank 
as trustee to secure payment of 
the participations, and to sell the 
underlying securities for the bene- 
fit of the participation holders. The 
bill asked for the appointment of a 
receiver or receivers to take charge 
of the securities and administer 
them, alleging that the bank as 
trustee was not the proper party 
to carry out this function. 

The close relationship between 
the bank and the company was 
cited. They were described as be- 
ing operated as one, and it was 
charged that profits from the com- 
pany’s tax and bond departments 
had been paid over to the bank

Many Words, Few Results. 


For these two reasons I do not 
‘believe that anything very serious 
or useful will come of all this 
clamor and all this agitation for 
revision. Many words will be 
heard; but very few results will 
be shown. Although Europe is 
suffering from the errors and ex- 
cesses of the peace treaties, noth- 
ing has been proposed for the cor- 
rection of these errors and ex- 
cesses without letting loose a new 
war. 

In the state of chaos in which 
the West lives today, acts of salu- 
tary wisdom are as difficult as 
acts of folly. Peoples; like indi- 
viduals, live as best they can; from 
day to day, seeking to elude, or 
avoid, or put off till tomorrow, the 
difficulties of today, hoping for a 
miracle in the future. 

For at present everyone is hop- 
ing for a miracle—Europe and 
America, victors and vanquished, 
France and Germany. The world 
has never expected so many and 
such great miracles as now, when 
it has ceased to believe in them. 


Territorial Revision. 


But territorial revision would 
cut them to the quick. Certain 
states would have to surrender to 
other states territories they had 
received by treaty and held for 15 
years; they would have to sur- 
render them amicably, for the love 
of peace and concord. 


For the territorial revision to 
pacify the whole of Europe, in- 
stead of causing another great war 
in Central Europe, two conditions 
must be present. Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Rumania and Jugo-Sla- 
ia must consent, freely and spon- 
taneously, to sacrifice certain ter- 
ritories—to surrender them to 
Germany, Hungary and Bulgaria. 

The concession must be such as 
to satisfy whelly the demands of 
the vanquished; and Germany, 
Hungary and Bulgaria must sign 
a full and lasting receipt, declar- 
ing that they have no further 
‘laim to make.

Danger in Germany. 

By why then has England been 
seized all at once with this sudden 
mania for revision? Until three 
months ago England was indiffer- 
ent. In fact, for the last year or 
two she has appeared to wish to 
break with Europe and take ref- 
uge once more in her ancient iso- 
lation. And yet it is precisely 
England, which, from one day to 
another, supporting and appropri- 
ating in part the Italian proposal, 
has let loose all this agitation! 

The answer to this riddle may 
be summed up in one word: fear. 
Fear of triumphant Hitlerism, of 
the old imperial Germany, which 
has risen from the tomb, holding 
as a sign of victory the banner of 
the inverted swastika. |

PARIS, May 13. 
N MY return to my 


dear country, France, 
my grateful thoughts 
hark back to the citizens of 
the United States, from their 
remarkable President down, 


who received me so magnif- 
icently, and again I .repeat 
to myself: How regrettable 
it is that distance and dis- 
parity ef language separate 
such people as the Ameri- 
cans and French. 

As I said in America, I 
do not believe in what is 
meant by the stupid word 
propaganda. The time is. 
past for interchange of 
ready-made ideas, but what 
is legitimate, even neces- 
sary, is a good information 
service, well organized, on 
both sides. 

I would like Americans to 
know what the French think 
and do—those who work in 
factories, offices and fields 
—for I am convinced that 
during the troubled condi- 
tions prevailing today an understanding 
among democracies is necessary for the de- 
fense of peace and liberty. 

Americans said to me: “Europe does not 
interest us; she is too old and too fierce a 
lady.”’ 

But Europe is not the only center in which 
storms can gather. Take the Far East. Who 
knows what may happen in the Pacific? We 
have already seen circumstances under which 
the United States thought it was wise to share 
our work in Geneva and it was right to do so. 
The French Democratic party, which I have 
the honor to direct, is hostile to all imperial- 
ism and will always lend its aid and co-oper- 
ate to preserve the peace of peoples and their 
independence. 


Calls U. S. Fortunate 
In Its New President. 


The United States is fortunate to have as 
its chief a man who inspires not only respect 
Working with him, I remem- 
bered the prophetic verses of Alan Seeger: 


“But, for myself, 1 know right well 

“I would go through fire and shot and shell 
‘“‘And face new perils, and make my bed 
“In new privations, if Roosevelt led.”’ 


In the United States I met many persons. 
While not-meddling in the internal affairs of 
the United States, I must at least recount the 
deep impression made on me as a result of 
my conversations with the responsible head 
of the United States. 

These days when men must have open 
minds and broad ideas in order to lead the 
masses. A pacifist by conviction, I have 
evidenced this by my collaboration with 
Prime Minister MacDonald in 1924 and by 
my work in 1932 in bringing about the Lau- 
sanne agreements.

I believe the old ““Honey Grove” 
has long since been gathered to 
his fathers.

They specialized in fake foot 
races, fake prize fights, and fake 
wrestling matches.

Childhood of Rackets. 

The Maybrays, operating in Mis- 
souri, Colorado, Iowa and other 
points west, were small potatots 
as we reckon these things nowa- 
days, as they cleaned up in their 
childishly simple maneuvers only 
a few millions, but they were 
quite sensational in their day. 

Anyway, it was of them that I 
first heard of the term “racket’’, 
though I later learned that the 
term was in common usage among 
the gentlemen who browsed on 
the genus sap in those times. 

Later the term “racket” came 
into Broadway patter as referring 
to any occupation. 

“What's his racket?” on Broad- 
way, at least 25 years back, was 
the equivalent of “what does he 
do?”’ 

(I have been digging into the 
newspaper files, and put my fin- 
ger on it around 1908, especially 
in the sports columns.) 


Some Racket Theories. 

The early odium of the term 
seems to have been erased awhile, 
to be revived later when racket 
came to again mean criminal en- 
terprise. That was about the pe- 
riod of prohibition, and the re- 
vival from the earliest days of the 
republic af the expression ‘‘boot- 
legger,’’ which comes down from 
an era when the vendors of illicit 
liquor really carried their mer- 
chandise in their boot legs.

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Are We a Self-Saffick at Nation? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatca: 
ILLIONS of American citizens har- 
bor the notion that the U. S. A. is a 


pounds of chicle to make it. We do not 
grow it here. We are the largest con- 
sumers of binder twine in the world and 
import nearly all of the sisal from Yuca- 
tan. We use more jute for gunny satks 
than any.other nation and get all of the 
raw material from India—not a pound 
is grown in this country. Jute, like rub 
ber and many other imports, is a hot- 
country product. 

We use millions of pounds of copra in 
our soap industry and get all of it from 
foreign lands. Most of our essential oils 
come from abroad, also vegetable oils. 
We consume more bananas than any 
other nation and import practically every 
one of them—a hot-country product. We 
import most of our pineapples and we 
consume millions of them. We are the 
greatest users of leather in the world 
for belting, shoes and a thousand other 
uses, 4nd get most of the hides and all 
of the good ones from abroad. We are 
the greatest consumers of “hot dogs”, in 
the world and nearly all of our sausage 
casings and all of the best ones come 
from Australia, New Zealand and the 
very best from Russia. 


As to wood, of which we need and usz 
enormous quantities, the precious woods, 
such as teak, ebony, mahogany, box- 
wood, wainut, bal- 
sa-and lignum vitae, all come from the 
tropics, as does satinwood. As to metals, 
we cannot carry on without high speed 
steel; molybdenum, tungsten, vanadium, 
chrome, nickel and cobalt all come from 
abroad. We cannot line our blast fur- 
naces without magnesite, from Greece. 
Scarcely any of these metals are pro- 
duced here and those only of low quality. 

Russian manganese is the best in the 
world and we cannot make a good rail- 
way frog without it, nor a good dipper 
for a dredge. The best tungsten for Maz- 
da lamps comes from China. We are 
the greatest consumers of tin in the 
world—America is the home of the tin 
can and not a pound of it is mined in 
the U. S. A. Nature did not put it here. 

It takes three metals to make type: 
antimony, tin and lead. Of the three, we 
produce only lead. The antimony comes 
from Hankow, China. 

- We are the largest consumers of raw 
silk in the world. China and Japan are 
the great sources of supply. We have 
practically no asbestos mines of high 
quality. Asbestos was first found in 
Quebec and now China, Russia and Can- 
ada supply us. We are the largest con- 
sumers of industrial alcohol in the world 
and the cheapest base for it is molasses, 
and most of it comes from abroad. 


Practically all of the newsprint paper 
for our newspapers, as well as the type 
metal, comes from Canada and Norway. 
We cannot make good cutlery without 
Swedish ores, and stainiess steel is im- 
possible without chrome from Rhodesia 
and Brazil. .Who has not seen and eaten 
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building program. This measure would authorise 
the Treasury to issue notes or bonds to obtain the 
funds, which would be spent upon slum clearance, 
low-cost housing, river and harbor improvement, pow- 
er development and conservation of natural resources. 

Both proposals look in the right direction; but the 
Costigan-Cutting-La Follette program apparently of- 
fers greater prospect of affording beneficial results. 

The committee which is drafting the bill has de- 
cided to facilitate financing of such a program, the 
need of which is widely recognized, by levying a gen- 
eral manufacturers’ sales tax of 1 per cent or more. 
The proposal is now before thé President. 

Meanwhile, business already is looking up,. Com- 
modity prices advanced 4% per cent during April. 
Wheat has risen 30 cents a bushel, cotton $43 a bale, 
wool 15 cents a pound. Steel output stands at the 
highest point reached in a year. Car loadings and 
stock market figures are substantially better. Live- 
stock is advancing. The commodity index has gained 
25 points within 30 days. There are real grounds for 
optimism. - 

But, as the President has so well put it, “We can- 
not ballyhoo ourselves back to prosperity.” We have 
been too often deceived by apparent upturns which 
proved to be but the preludes to more serious reces- 
sions. To what extent the present favorable indica- 
tions are induced by crop shortages, by the immi- 
nence of inflationary action, by the prospect of the 
farm subsidy; to what extent they are justified by 
fundamental conditions, no man can say. 

It is at least clear that our recent experience with 
a Micawber policy is such that we are not justified 
in pushing it any further. 

We cannot depend on the President’s inflationary 
powers alone to restore business. He may direct the 
Federal Reserve System to make heavier purchases of 
public securities. But will such action raise prices? 
During 1932, the Reserve increased its holdings with 
unprecedented rapidity from $800,000,000 to $1,800,000,- 
000, and prices continued downward. 

He may direct the issuance of three billions in green- 
backa, to be used in the retirement of Government 
bonds. But will this action stimulate business? The 
mew currency is likely to lie in the banks or to seek 
new investment rather than to enter into the markets 
for the purchase of goods. The President may de 
valuate the dollar. But devaluation would merely 
involve an announcement that we would henceforth 
count our gold store as $8,600,000,000, or less, instead 
of the present $4,300,000,000. This gold is largely 
in the possession of the Treasury and the banks. An- 
nouncement of our intention to count it differently 
would not, in itself, put a penny of purchasing pow- 
er in the hands of a single buyer. 

There is nothing in the inflation powers which will 
certainly raise prices and increase business activity 
directly and immediately. To be effective, they must 
be supplemented by measures which will actually 
place spending money in the hands of purchasers, 
stimulate consumer demand and justify the extension 
of bank credit. This is the purpose which would be 
served by an extensive program of public construc- 
tion. If we wish to consolidate the gains already 
made, we must take immediate steps to insure the 


The influence of a public works program would ex- 


it would provide. A six-billion-dollar program would 
give jobs to 2,000,000 men. These men would spend 
their wages. Industries providing materials and 


consumer demand would evoke a flood of orders 
from retailers to wholesalers, from wholesalers to 
manufacturers, from manufacturers to the producers 
of the raw materials and equipment. Business, with 
the prospect of a growing market, would find ample 
credit available. Wage payments would grow; in- 
come would increase. The effect would be cumula- 
tive. The program of public‘works is needed merely 
to prime the pump. 

It does not seem to us to be a wise policy to limit 
any substantial part of such expenditures to R. F. C. 
advances to self-liquidating projects. That method 
has already been tried, and it has failed. Congress 
provided $1,500,000,000 for this purpose last July. In 
February of this year, six months later, a committee 
of the Senate found that only $156,000,000 of this 
fund had been authorized in leans and that only “an 
unimportant fraction” of this latter amount had actu- 
ally been advanced. : ' 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation, loaded 
down with other responsibilities, tied up with red 
tape, can well be relieved of this work. The Federal 
construction program can better be directed by a sin- 
gie administrator, who shall devote his entire atten- 
tion to its successful accomplishment. Nor, is the 
limitation to “self-liquidating” enterprises a neces- 
sary one. There is no reason to believe that the 
charging of tolls is a better way to pay back the 
money borrowed for the building of a bridge than is 
the use of the taxing power. If public construction 
actually succeeds in reviving business, the national 
income will be so enlarged that tax revenues will be 
more than ample to meet the needs for debt service. 

It is admitted that many serious objections have 
been urged against an extensive Federal works pro 
gram. It is experimental; it might not guarantee the 
return of prosperity. It would add substantially to 
the public debt and might thus impair the value of 
Government bonds. Some money might be wasted on 


ill-considered projects. Other money might be dis-/ 


sipated in graft. Federal action might cut across 
the lines of state and local government. 


These contentions, and others of the sort, would| 


unquestionably merit careful consideration in better 
times. But in the present emergency, they become 
academic: Recovery, now under way, must continue. 
If industry is permitted to sink back again into stag- 
nation, there is no telling what the consequences may 
be. America has been remarkably free, during four 
hard years of depression, from organized violence. But 
there can be no assurance that our social order could 
withstand the shock of sti}i further recession. Even 
if widespread public construction should involve the 
risk of impairment of bond prices, some wasted effort 
and petty graft, it would be wiser to incur these 
losses than to run,the even greater political risk. 
The physical, mental and material losses which our 
people would inevitably suffer were the depression to 
go on for another three years outweigh all normal 
considerations of meticulous financial policy. 

The major task of the Government today is to put 
men to work. It is far better that they should be earn- 
ing their own living than that they should continue 
on the dole. Public works, at the very least, will 
make a substantial contribution to physical vigor 
and to self-respect. And they will leave us with an 
improvement in our national domain and in our so 
cial capital which we can never lose, come what may. 


End of the Buford Bill 


Gov. Park has met popular expectations by veto- 
ing the Buford bill, which would have taken the 
Missouri Public Service Commission out of the field 
and substituted for it a State Commerce Commission. 

Since no appropriation had been made by the Legis- 
lature for the Commerce Commission, the Buford bill 
would have left all regulation of utilities in Missouri 
in a state of paralysis. 

It was not, however, altogether the reason the 
bill passed. Many of the members expressed in this 
way their resentment of the Public Service Commis- 
sion’s failure to reduce utility rates in Missouri. 
There have been rate reductions during the depres- 
sion in California, Kansas, North and South Caro- 
lina, Indiana, New Jersey, Tennessee, West Virginia, 
New York and North Dakota. Last month the Illinois 
Commerce Commission ordered the 27 largest electric 


rates should not be reduced. It is natural the Legis- 
lature should resent failure of the Public Service 
Commission to bring about reductions in Missouri. 

We have pointed out that many of the reduc 
tions in other states were brought about by negotia- 
tion, and we have urged that the Missouri commis- 
sion enter into negotiations with the utilities. We 
still urge it to do so. The Governor has spared the 
commission’s life by vetoing the Buford bill. The 
commission can allay to a great degree the feeling 
against it by moving promptly to get utility rates 
in Missouri down. 

Gov. Park is at his best in this veto. He displays 
in his reasons for it his judicial experience on the 
bench. The Buford bill was unsound, and the Gov- 
ernor points out the respects in which it was un- 
sound. He is entitled to the gratitude of the State.

“But the horses just 
run for Pete Bostwick. He speaks their 
language. 

Pete. son of the late Arthur C. Bost- 
wick, associate of John D. Rockefeller, 
hegan serious riding when he was 7 years 
ld He was raised in a horsy atmosphere. 
His Uncle Ambrose Clark's stable in Coop- 
erstown, N. Y.. was handy to home and 
when Pete wasn't in school his family 
knew he was hiding out in Uncle Ambrose’s 
stables, helping curry the mounts or taking 
the colts out for exercise. 


N some families it might have been 
cause for alarm that one of the young 
-prouts was fraternizing with stableboys and 
ilking around the house in their patois. 
Sut not in the Bostwick establishment. It 
vas plain- to everyone that Young George 
Herbert (which is his real name) had a gift 
ith horses. And if they had tried to re- 
ove young Pete from the harness soap at: 
osphere they'd have had trouble with 
‘ncle Ambrose, one of the best known turf 
gures and frequent companion of the 
Prince of Wales at Melton Mowbray hunt 
When Pete was 11 he stood one day 
atching the schooling of Rorke's Drift, a 
mper Uncle Ambrose was preparing for 
ictive work. Rorke's Drift was a toughie. 
He tossed a couple of boys and when some: 
ne managed to stick in the saddle and 
vet him to the obstacles, refused to take 
them. The excitement became too great 
‘or Pete and. much to Uncle Arnbrose's 
jelight, he begged for a chance to ride the 
Norse Uncle Ambrose consented and 
Pete, hoisting his 74 pounds into the sad- 
dle, quieted the horse, whispered a few 
words down his mane and cleverly put 
Rorke's Drift through his paces. | 
So wrapped up was the youth in riding 
he simply muddled his way through St. 
Paul's School, Concord, N. H., and, in 
stead of going to college, entered imme: 
diately upon his career as “gentleman 
uder” At 16 he rode in the United 
Hunts steeplechase, an obscure youngste! 
who was simply the kid brother of 
Bostwick, well-known owner of 
thoroughbred, and was awarded an Amateur 
Rider's Certificate of the National Steeple: 
chase and Hunt Association, although he 
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under the prescribed age. 
= By now, few were able to detect in 
Pete the aristocratic heir to a Standard Oil 
fortune. Penple compared his long arms, 
his short legs and jockey hands with those 
of Laverne Fator, one of the best known 
of the veteran riders. They heard the 
young man talk in the jockey vernacular, 
which is characterized chiefly by present 
tense verbs. But where the great Fator 
looked at the world with a poker face, 
Pete Bostwick was quick to smile.

and is to this day, a self-ef- 
facing fellow whom you couldn't tell from 
a dozen other boys in the dressing room. 
For those to whom a horse is a beast of 
burden and horse-racing something on which 
many people gamble, most of them foolish- 
ly, it is difficult to imagine how a young 
fellow with Pete Bostwick’s money 
and background, his chances and oppor: 
tunities, could choose the lot of a jockey, 
with so many other attractive pursuits his 
for the taking.

The newly rich shun Aiken because 
display counts for little and riding skill is 
the be-all and end-all. 

The czarina of Aiken is Mrs. Thomas 
Hitchcock, wife of one of America's 
first and best polo players, mother of 
Tommy Hitchcock, highest rated polo player 
in the world and owner of half of Aiken. 
Although 70 years old, Mrs. Hitchcock is in 
the saddle daily and rides tu the hounds 
like a centaur : 

In Aiken, Pete Bostwick entered once

(he shoots in the low eighties); then lunch

Here is another game that the hard riding 
and reckless love, and, unlike sone sports, 
it has never really lost its roughness. 
“Shinny on horseback” it was called when 
first introduced tu America in the seventies 
An invention of the pre-Christian Persians, 
brought by British by way of India to the 
Weet, polo was Babe Ruth-ed by the Amer: 
icans. It has never since recovered the 
strategical simplicity exemplified in this ac- 
count of 1879: “Mr. Belmont evolved the 
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plot which, resulted in the humiliating de- 
feat of the Queens. Mr. Herbert rode into 
scrimmage and passed the ball out to Mr 
Belmont who was unopposed in his runs 
down the field to his opponent's goal.” 
America put the swat in the game and 
Pete Bostwick. in the words of Devereux 
Milburn, is “one of the hardest hitters in 
the gamne today.” To date 
his .best efforts have earned 
him only the position of first 
substitute on the American 
international team, but he is 
still young, as polo players go 
Whatever may be _ Bostwick’s 
polo ambitions, it is his avowed 
purpose to ride the winner in the 
Grand National if it takes his 
whole life. 
As for the course, which Parla 
ment ordered changed one time be 
cause it killed too many riders, Bost 
wick said recently: “Riding in the 
Grand National wasn't so bad. It 
is the toughest course in England, all 
right, but if you have a good, bold 
horse, it isn't bad. I fell but it was 
because I got pretty careless.” 
Despite his mishap in the Grand Na 
tional. the American's invasion of En 
gland could scarcely, be considered a 
fizzle. For he rode in other races—44 
of them--and managed to get-his mount 
home in front 11 times: in 12 races he 
was second and in 12, third. Such a 
record over the jumps is not to be laughed 
at, even in Merrie England. 


T was in 1928 that Bostwick took the 

lead among American amateur riders with 
five victories in 32 steeplechases and total 
winnings of $8700. In succeeding years he 
has maintained his position. [n 1929 he 
had $9 mounts and won 13 races for purses 
totaling $33,815. In 1930 he scored 12 
firsts in 4 races and the winnings were 
$32, R00 

In 1931 he had $7 mounts, won 20 
{rsts and $36,050. Last years record was 
$2 mounts, 11 firsts and $21,795 in purse: 
All these figures ure for steeplechase nd 
ing and duo not include races on the 
flat 

Bostwick has ridden in flat races also, 
but has not been as successful with the 
track runners as with the timber toppers 
He has several times had the mount on 
Mate, Preakness winner of 1931, owned by 
his brother, A. C. Bostwick, and last yea: 
rode his own Garden Message to victory in 
the Oakdale Claiming Handicap at Aque 
duct 

Another amateur nder, R. McKinney, 
tied Bostwick last year in the number of 
firsts in steeplechases, but the latter's win- 
nings were larger. It is interesting to note 
that the leading professional . steeplechase 
jockey in the United States last year won 
iC races out of 57, and the largest total 
of purses won by one of these professionals 
was $18,110. 

Pete Bostwick does his steeplechase md- 
ing both in cross-country races conducted 
by hunt clubs, in which the competition 1s 
largely amateur, and over racetrack courses, 
where the riding talent against which he 
must pit his horsemanship is chiefly pro 
fessional He rides for a cup or a purse, 
which, if he wins, goes to his mount's

Temple was a cigar-maker by profes- 
sion, a bachelor, and since he had

o near relatives in this country. 

Their friendship did not die the 
guick death usual to summer resort 
romances. They continued seeing one 
another even after she had returned to 
New York and Temple had returned to 
nis work in Brooklyn. And finding 

mselves increasingly congenial, they 

ere married two months after their 
‘irst meeting. 

They made their home in Brooklyn, 
and for almost thirteen years lived a 
‘fe of great contentment and hap- 
In the semi-rural Greenpoint 
section where they lived, Temple be- 
came a favorite and his neighbors and 
friends held him in the highest re- 
spect.

head in an attempt at suicide. 

He was seriously wounded, but re- 
covered, and seven months after the 
shooting, was able to appear in court 
and plead guilty to a charge of murder 
in the second degree, and in Novem- 
ber, 1919, was sentenced to serve from 
25 to 35 years in the penitentiary. 

He had not, however, completely re- 
covered from the effects of his self- 
inflicted wound, and before being sent 
to serve his term, was placed in the 
Hospital for the Criminal Insane at 
Manchester for further observation. 
After six months in the hospital his 
mind cleared up entirely and prepara- 
tions were being made to transfer him 
and two other prisoners to the State 
Prison at Concord. But on May 7, 
1920, while on their way to the prison, 
Despeigleer and his two fellow con- 
victs overpowered their guard and es- 
caped. One of the men was soon re- 
captured, but Despeigleer made a suc- 
cessful getaway and the third man has 
never been located to this day. 

Police maintained a watch for 
Despeigleer in the vicinity of his for- 
mer home in New Jersey, and a de- 
scription was also cabied to the au- 
thorities in Belgium, where the fugi- 
tive had a brother whom police 
thought he might visit. As a matter 
of fact. Despeigleer did make an at- 
tempt to return to relatives in Bel. 
gium, but he encountered trouble in 
trying tO get a passport and gave uf 
the attempt. He changed his name to 
Henry Temple, ironically taking his 
new name from the place where he had 
fired the bullet into his head in his 
effort to end his life. And as Henry 
Temple he obtained work in Brook- 
lyn as a cigar maker. He lived the 
quiet life of an elderly and reserved 
bachelor, and as.,such he married his 
third wife two years later 


<< E WAS more than good to 
H me,’ the third wife said, 
still dazed by the shock of 
discovering that her husband was a 
fugitive murderer. ‘‘He was a mode! 
husband. He was always such a good 
man. We worked hard. He gave me 
every cent he earned for our home. |! 
don't recall that he ever even spoke 
a cross word to me in all the 11 
years we were married.”’ 

The end of’ freedom’s road for the 
elderly cigar maker, who was 61 years 
old the week before he was arrested, 
came about a month before the detec- 
tives appeared to claim him. For sev- 
eral weeks a young man named Gene 
Despeigleer and his wife had been 
staying with the Temples. He was the 
son by the man’s first marriage, which 
Temple had kept from his wife. 

“I asked him once who these people 
were,’ Mrs. Temple said, ‘‘but he dis- 
missed it casually by saying they were 
distant relatives. I didn’t press it fur- 
ther, though I have since learned that 
this Gene was his own son. How he 
happened to locate his father I don't 
know, although I have an idea that 
the father felt he was getting old and 
wanted to see his son again and prob- 
ably got in touch with hin. 

“after living with us for several 
weeks, the couple suddenly left the 
house. I have an idea that there was 
a quarrel between the father and son, 
for the police say they traced Henry 
through this Gene.” 

Mrs. Temple's belief that the where- 
abouts of the father were betrayed by 
his own son is substantiated by the 
euthorities, who say that it was the 
son who gave the address where the 
escaped convict could be found. 

Robert Baron, the Brooklyn detec- 
tive who assisted in making the ar- 
rest, said that the first thing he knew 
of the case was when Sheriff O'Dowd 
of Manchester. New Hampshire, ap-

peared one day at the police station 
in Brooklyn and said he had received 
information that Temple was living 
around the corner from the station. 

“The son,’ said Baron, ‘‘had told 
Captain Carey of the Jersey City Po- 
lice where his father could be found, 
and Captain Carey nad notified the 
Sheriff.’’ 

Neither the detective nor the Sher- 
iff derived any satisfaction from re- 
capturing the elderly and apparently 
reformed fugitive, but they had no 
choice in making the arrest. 


FTER his arrest, Teinple contin- 
Av to maintain that he was the 

victim of mistaken identity, and 
he denied that he was Despeigleer even 
after he had been taken before Jus- 
tice Lockwood, before whom the extra- 
dition proceedings were being held. 
Temple's lawyer and the Assistant 
Prosecutor were in the midst of a con. 
troversy as to the exact year when he 
was said to have escaped. But Tem- 
ple’s resistance had apparently reached 
ite limit and, crushed by the hopeless- 
ness of his plight, Temple suddenly 
said, ‘“‘What's the use of all this 
equivocation? I'm the man they 
want. I'm willing to go back. All 
I ask is a few minutes with my wife 
before I go.” 

The Court granted the request. They 
were alone a few minutes, before Mrs. 
Temple, a gray-haired, pleasant woman 
of 50, departea, tears streaming down 
her face. An hour later, her hus- 
band, accompanied by the Sheriff from 
Manchester, was on a train, bound for 
prison. The strangely peaceful inter- 
lude in Henry Despigieer’s violent 
and tragic life had come to an end.

The Farthing boys were graduated 
from McKendree College in 1909, and 
the next year they entered the Law 
School of the University of Illinois. 
Paul got a job as steward for a dining 
hall to pay his board and Chester 
worked as a waiter. After their first 
year both received scholarships which 
took care of their tuition.,

In the fall of 1913 the Farthing 
brothers established a law office in 
East St. Louis wiih Martin F. Oehmke 
as a partner. 

The first year the firm's gross in- 
come was $400, and Attorney Paul 
Farthing bought a second-hand suit of 
clothes for 37. But by June of 1914 
business was picking up and Paul mar- 
ried. His wife was Miss Harriet Gar- 
rigues of Trenton, Illinois, whom he 
had met when they were students at 
MeKendree. They now have three chil- 
dren and reside in Belleville. 

After the United States entered the 
World War, Oehmke. and Chester 
Farthing went to training camp and 
the law firm was dissolved. Paul then 
practiced alone until Chester returned 
and a new firm, with John L. Boyles 
as the third partner, was formed. In 
1922 Boyics took a bank position in 
Chieago, and since then the brothers 
have practiced as Farthing & Farthing. 

In 1924 Pau) Farthing made his 
debut in politics. Nominated on the 
Democratic ticket for Justice of the 
Supreme Court, he made an active 
campaign, covering the district in an 
automobile driven by his wife, but was 
unable to overcome the large Repub- 
lican majority then existing in the 
First District.

to his present office of County 
Judge of St. Clair County. Last month 
he was nominated again for Justice of 
the Illinois Supreme Court,-to oppose 
Circuit Judge C. H. Miller of Benton.

and what was the biggest obstacle? 
Chairman Pennybacker of the A. A. A. 
Highway Board answers this question. 
Elimination of vibration, he says. 

“It is well known that automobile 
manufacturers can reduce the vibra- 
tion of an automobile to'\a very low 
point,” he explains. ‘‘But what is the 
use in having a vibrationless car on a 
rough road? Today's best through 
highway might appear as smooth as 
giass to the 40-mile-an-hopr driver, 
but it would ruin his car if he accel. 
erated the speed to 100 miles an hour. 

“Resiliency of the road surfacing 
helps take care of this difficulty, but 
that is not enough. Besides resiliency, 
which makes high speeds possaibie, we 
recommend a two-course construction 
for the superhighway. By laying down 
two courses, one on top of the other, 
we can make it possible for the road 
to absorb a great deal of the vibra- 
tion set up on the surface. If we use 
one-course construction, or in other 
words, a single layer, we have to make 
the road four times as thick as with 
two-course construction. Seismological 
tests at Georgetown University have 
proved that vibration set up on a road 
surface is reduced enormously when 
the road consists of a foundation plus 
a wearing surface." 

Captain Campbell agrees with this 
and adds: 

“IT never would have made 272 
miles an bour in the ‘Bluebird’ had | 
traveled on a ~wnon-resilient eurface 
such as the ordinary concrete highway. 
Daytona Beach sands gave the car a 
resilient road surface. The modern 
automobile is built almost rigid and 
depends on the road for ite necessary 
resiliency. The same principle holds 
true in railway construction. Smooth 
vibrationless travel is gained only 
from a resilient roadbed. If coaches

‘For 
50 years or more, railroad engineers 
have been developing road beds for 
fast express trains, and we can offer 
no better example to highway engi- 
neers than the practices used in rail- 
road construction. It is of course un- 
necessary to limit grades to the same 
extent as in railroad construction, but 
the same drainage and resiliency prob- 
lems are met in both instances. In 
other words, the grade of the road 
should be separated from the border- 
ing field by a deep, broad ditch and 
should be crossed at proper intervals 
by drainage culverts. 

“The foundation of the pavement

may also be planned on railroad prin- 
ciples. Railroad ties are commonly 
laid in a bed of crushed stone or grav- 
el and the same material is best suited 
for high-speed automobiles.

emergency. The outer paved lanes are 
designed for slow vehicles; the center 
lanes for high-speed traffic. At inter- 
sections the high-speed lanes pass 
over the intersecting road, while the 
slow-speed lanes connect with the cus- 
tomary traffic circle. 

“There is no direct entry from any 
connecting highway to the high-speed 


center lanes. Entry and exit are accom- * 


plished by means of a cross-road from 
the outer to the inner lanes; cross- 
roads enter the high-speed lane 500 
feet from the point of exit of the low- 
speed lane. Thus, the high-speed 
driver has a 500-foot warning of the 
entry of another car into his traffic 
territory. 

“The center lanes are equipped with 
semaphore devices so that no car can 
enter the high-speed highway without 
giving appropriate signals. Sema- 
phores would also indicate necessary 
precaution in case men were working 
on the road 

‘In passing through towns and ham- 
lets the superhighway can be de- 
pressed into an open cut below the 
street level; the slow lanes can be car- 
ried through the town at grade. 

“At a distance of 10 miles outside 
each city and at pointa 100 miles 
apart thereafter there are modern 
one-stop service stations and garages. 
Cars stopping for gasoline would also 
be inspected for water, oil, air. These 
stations are intend only for high- 
speed traffic. The slow traffic would 
utilize the service stations common on 
the present roads.”’ 

The problem of traveling by night 
on the superhighway was tackled by a 
group of illuminating engineers under 
the direction of Foster Gunnison. They 
have developed a superhighway light- 
ing system that makes night and day 
travel equally safe. 


HEY specify parapet walis built 
of giass bricks, two feet high, 
flanking each outer side of the 
black highway. These bricks are de-pol- 
ished so as not to cause glare. Rain 
will keep them clean and white. 
Imbedded in these walls and spaced 
approximately 20 feet apart are high- 
powered electric lamps tubular in 
shape. These lamps are placed ver- 
tically and throw light onto the road- 
way through narrow rustless steel 
louvers. The beams of light thus shot 
across the roadbed are projected only 
in the direction in which traffic 
moves. By the system of projected and 
reflected light, passing automobiles 
will not cause disturbing shadows.

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These stations are planned at 100-mile intervals. 


flections caused by overhead illumina- 
tion is casily eliminated. The motor- 
ist will think he is driving through a 
tunnel of sourceless light. His visibil- 
ity will extend 500 or 600 feet ahead. 
There will be no windshield glare from 
headlights behind him, for no cars 
will be allowed to use their own lights 
on the superhighway. 

The engineers have overcome danger 
from fogs by employing corrugated 
strips of white opal glass, two to each 
lane of traffic, and imbedded in the 
asphalt. These strips pick up rays of 
light from the roadside illumination. 
They thus provide a focusing line for 
drivers’ attention. 

In the daytime, these white glass 
strips serve to keep traffic in line. 
When white lines are painted on high- 
ways, the driver's tendency is to strad- 
dle the line instead of keeping on one 
side of it. The driver's psychology 
has been carefully studied, and the 
glass lines will be spaced purposely for 
straddling. 


problems were studied by Rein- 
hard & Hofmeister, senior archi- 
tects of Radio City, who comment on 
location, tunnel design and ventilation.

“The tunnel highway must be well 
ventilated, of course. If, within a reas- 
onable time, chemists have not devised 
a means of purifying automobile gases 
before they leave the exhausts, it may 
become necessary to build the ventilat- 
ing system directly into the highway, 
and thus to maintain a wholesome at. 
mosphere regardless of traffic condi- 
tions. Traffic entrances and exits will 
be necessary every half-mile. These 
entrances and exits will lead to surface 
and elevated roadways at various 
points in the city.” 

The opinion grows among automio- 
tive engineers that the coming con- 
struction of resilient, vibration-absorb- 
ing superhighways will be a great 
point of departure for present-day au- 
tomobile design and construction.
